O m a B. Linde- 
wood, of M arietta, who was present 
in the co u rt room , becam e hysterical 
and it w as som e tim e before order 
could he restored. 
Mrs. Liudewood 
was devoted to h er b ro th er and since 
his im prisonm ent she had been con 
stant in her efforts to have /him freed 
from the charge hanging over nim . 
She had engaged 
Hon. C harles S. 
Speaker, of Lisbon, to assist A ttorney 
O’Grady, of W ellsville, in the defense 
and collected evidence for th eir use. 
She was led from the room by her 
husband and took a pathetics fare­ 
well of her b ro th er in th e sh eriffs 
office.
